I 
do not believe in that narrow and restricted 
policy by which a man is obliged to hold to 
his own denomination when he feels that he 
can work better in connection with any 
other denomination that holds to the essen- 
tial principles of the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 
Still we are glad to see our denomination 
now spreading ; and it is inspiring to see 
the rapidity with which itis spreading at 
West.

Babylon, Nineveh !—read: “To the Com- 
ing Ages!” The paper referred to the In- 
dian occupation and to the features of the 
times when the record was made. This 
account might have referred to a pre- 
Adamic period, except that upon another 
scroll was found an account of a week of 
feast-day service, held in the Tabernacle, 
which would indicate the era of the Jewish 
dispensation as the date of this wonderful 
piece of history. 

But, like the recent discoveries of the 
geologians, our antiquities prove to be alto- 
gether too modern. The parchment is 
found to have been written by a man who 
still lives, though there is no evidence that 
he intended to rival the prophecies of Joe 
Smith in his exhumed bible; and the scroll 
appears to be only a copy of The Hoangelist, 
which now lies before me, bearing date of 
May 15th, 1841. It may interest you to in- 
quire whether your up-stairs neighbor has 
really been playing the part of Rip Van 
Winkle all this time. Evidently he was 
then a wide-awake fellow; for during this 
Feast of the Tabernacle, to meet the exi- 
gency, he had issued a daily, and had en- 
larged his weekly sheet, which was entirely 
given up to this grand occasion. But that 
was evidently a long time ago—so long that 
two of our venerable doctors were then re- 
ported as plain “Rey. Leonard Bacon,” 
“Rev. Milton Badger ”—so long that events 
bave made a marvelous march to reach 
eur day. Oh, when will that joyful Taber- 
pacle be reproduced in Anniversary Week ! 

The ungeologic account of this discovery 
Is that, July 6th, 1842, Rev. Dexter Clary 
laid the corner-stone of the first church- 
building in the Rock River Valley—the first 
stone church and the third church-edifice in 
Wisconsin. After ministering upon that 
foundation for eight years, he turned to lay- 
ing foundations for missionary churches in 
that state, in which service he has been oc- 
cupied the last seventeen years, bright and 
sprightly as ever. Then, six years from the 
arrival of the first white family, the popu- 
lation was 501; now it numbers from four 
to five thousand. The one church has now 
five Protestant sisters and a Roman half-sis- 
ter. A college within that time has come 
from birth to a maturity which counts 
two hundred students, with an able corps of 
instructors and a total of assets equal to 
$154,006, more than a hundred thousand 
of this being an invested fund. A memo- 
rial hall is about to be erected for library 
purposes, in commemoration of the fallen 
heroes of the institution. The original 
church-edifice has been succeeded by an im- 
posing structure, which is so large that it 
amply accommodates Commencement. 
The moral status of the community may be 
inferred from the fact that the only liquor- 
seller in the place had to take a shop just 
over the state-line, and go to Rockford, IIl., 
fora license. But let the Badgers know 
that we shall not always thus consent to do 
their dirty work for them. 

On the 24th ult., Mr. James Tompkins, a 
recent graduate of our seminary, was or- 
dained at Danby, Ill, where he is to labor 
in connection also with the church at Bab- 
cock’s Grove.

I HAVE just been reading ‘“‘ Mrs. Wasp and 
Her Children,” with regret in my heart for 
a little incident that occurred only last 
Tuesday night.

_nbe om ma made by prominent cul- 
tirators within the past few years to increase 
tho value of the potato, by superseding the old 
gad moderate sorts with new varieties of 
puperior quality and productiveness ; and 
they have been successful. A gentleman 
fring in Rome, N. Y., gives bis experience 
juring the season of 1866 in the cultiva- 
tion of several of the most prominent vari- 
eties of potatoes. 

The soil planted was sandy gravel, 
about one-third of which was used for pota- 
tog the previous year. Twelve varieties 
qere plauted, and produced per acre as fol- 


ivy Goodrich—36 bushels from half. 
pushel of seed; the best yield the grower 
ever had; quality excellent, healthy ; is be- 
coming a favorite variety. 

Garnet Ohili—800 bushels per acre; large 
gized and but little affected by the rot. 

Princes Allert—a good variety, and yield- 
tng about 300 bushels to the acre; its table 
qualities commend it for cultivation. 

Ohio Russet—equal to 200 bushels per 
gere; good potato, and not much affected 
by the rot. 

‘Gleason—yield 24 bushels from half-bushel 
of seed; is a promising variety. 

Dykeman—200 bushels to the acre ; rotted 
about one-half. 

Jackson White—150 bushels per acre ; first- 
rate, but some rotted, although less than 
Dykeman. 

Fluke—a good baking potato ; fair yielder, 
but not likely to be popular in that region. 

Calico—a moderate yield, and not prom- 
ising for cultivation. 

White Peachblow—yields well, but is insip- 
{d; not a favorite. 

Jersey Peachblow—the same. 

Carter—a superior table potato, but much 
affected by the rot; their want of hardihood 
ig against them. 

Not long since there was exhibited at the 
sooms of the Ameri¢dan Agriculturist a fine 
collection of the many different varieties of 
potatoes, anda statement of their produc- 
tion was given :

Dr. Hexamer, a well-known farmer of 
New Castle, N. Y., gives to the papers the 
results of his experiments during the last 
season : 

1. Out of 70 hills of potatoes, peeled so 
that no eyes were visible, 35 grew. Some 
produced large potatoes. The planted po- 
tatoes remained, mostly, hard and firm till 
digging time. 





2. Out of 80 hills, pieces cut without representatives, on and after Tuesday, the Fifth of Febra- 
eyes, 13 hills grew. All of these sprouted |  aecomneaiins certificates of the issue of 1864 will be 
on the cut surfaces, none through the skin. 
(One large potato, cut in two lengthwise, 
sprouted on the cut side near but below 
the skin, and there was no sprout proceed- | cceled. 


ing from a visible eye). 

3. Outeof 100 whole potatoes, 98 grew 
from the small end, and 2 at the side. 
With more than half the number of potatoes 
planted whole only one eye grew, the rest 
temaining dormant. 

4. A potato does not always expend all 
germinating power in one year. 

5. Wet rot and dry rot are one and the 
same disease. Potatoes affected with the 
rot will rot dry when they are kept dry, 
and the same will rot wet when they are 
kept in a moist place. 

The following list of varieties of potatoes 
was tried by Dr. Hexamer, and it may be 
considered accurate and valuable:

2. No rot in healthy varieties,

4. The largest proportion of large pota- 
toes. 

5. No degeneracy of varieties, but con- 
tinued improvement. 

6. No necessity for rotation of yer the 

tato can be thus grown almost indefinite- 

ly on the same land, with, perhaps, at long 
intervals, a seeding to clover to maintain the 
— of vegetable fiber in the soil. 

7. No loss by late spring frosts. If the 
early growth is cut off, the dormant eyes 
will — and the crop be saved. 

8. The greatest economy of culture and 





harvesting. 

9. The highest table quality of potato.” 

“Tfthe materials for the compost cannot be 
obtained, top-dress heavily in the fall, after 
plowing, with barn-yard manure ; but never 
use it in the season of planting. It may in- 
crease the crop, but tends to engender dis- 
ease, especially in wet seasons.” 

An instance of very successful culture is 
given by Mr. Sullivan Fisk, of Compton, 
Canada East, who, in the season of 1866, 
raised 525 bushels of Davis Seedling pota- 
toes from one acre of ground. Thirty loads 
of manure were spread on oat-stubble in 
the fall, and plowed in. In the spring the 
land was again plowed, harrowed, and fur- 
rowed about three inches deep, three-and-a- 
half feet apart. Large potatoes were cut 
into three pieces each, and one piece dropped 
in a hill, the hills fifteen inches apart. They 
were hoed twice in a thorough manner. 

From the foregoing facts, teaching how to 
plant and what to plant, the attentive read- 
er will readily see that there are two varie- 
ties of undoubted excellence, healthiness, 
and profitableness in all parts of the coun- 
try—viz., the Early Goodrich and Guzco 
White; and under favorable circumstances 
the Garnet Chili and Prince Albert will suc- 
ceed well. Differences of climate, soil, and 
cultivation are the main causes of success 
or failure. 

Let the cultivator be guided, then, by 
the above Varieties in making a good choice 
for his planting.

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A Mr. Brown, of Long Island, has re- 
cently published an interesting experiment 
touching the butt-ends and seed-ends of 
Potatoes. Last spring he planted four rows 


of equal length, of two varieties of potatoes 


In one row with each variety he planted 
only the “seed-ends” of the potatoes; in 


the other the opposite or “butt-ends.’ 


These were the Pinkeyes and Peachblows. 
The yield was as follows: Pinkeyes, butt- 
ends, 217 pounds; Pinkeyes, seed-ends, 
M70 pounds; Peachblows, butt-ends, 225 
bounds; Peachblows, seed-ends, 179 pounds. 

The potatoes raised from the butt-ends 
Were much larger than those from the seed- 
tnds, and appeared to be from a week to ten 
daysearlicr. Had the whole ficld been with 
butt-ends, the yield would have been more 


than 500 bushels to the acre. 


A Writer in the Prairie Farmer, giving his

Prices are nominal, and fluctuate daily, ac- 
cording to circumstances. Prints are in 
less demand, even for best spring styles, and 
Job lots are down con- 
siderably, say one or two cents per yard. A 
large stock must. go over to next season un- 
less closed out,ip the auction-room, or the 
knife put in deep to some of the leading 
jobbers. Drills are lower and unsettled in 
price; transactions small. Denims and 
cottonades are very dullin first hands, the 
jobbing trade having been for the present 
supplied at auction. .Printing-cloths are at 
a stand-still in price and sales. Ginghams 
are wanted in small lots at reduced prices. 
Printed lawns are accumulating in stock, 
and only a few latest spring styles are 
wanted. Muslin delaines are inactive; 
Warmer weather stops sales. Cloths and 
cassimeres are heavy and neglected. Other 
domestic goods are lower. Carpetings are 
active at firmer prices. Foreign goods, of 
almost every description, are lower. 
at auction result badly. 
The heavy spring payments are nearly 
over with the jobbers and interior retailers, 
and the trade generally will now give un- 
usual attention to the reduction of stock, in 
anticipation of a very dull summer.

MONEY MARKET. 


Money may be said to be a little more in 
demand than at our last report, and rates 
are a‘fraction higher. The transactions at 
4 and 5 per cent. are less, and at 6 more 
numerous. Still, money is plenty and freely 
offered in large sums by our leading banks 
and bankers. People in the interior have 
but little idea of the immense operations of 
some of our capitalists and banking firms— 
amounting upon an average to more than 
a million of dollars per day, and very often 


for a million of dollars each and over are 
no longer a novelty, but may be seen in 
Wall street almost daily. Commercial pa- 
per is more in demand, with less offerings 
in the open market. The banks now ab- 
sorb nearly all that appears. The street 
rates remain the same as at our last report: 
viz.,6 to 7 per cent. for first class, and 8 to
